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CO-OPERATIVE IRRIGATION.

Baker County Farmers Don’t Need
Qutside Capital.

Baker City—Baker connty_ha:! ::hm
eco-operative irrigation projec an
any other county in Oregon. There
are no large ditch systems, the farm-
ers being banded together in small
groups, and co-operating in building of
inexpensive ditches and in the division
of the water therefrom. Very much
the same conditions as to the ease with
which water is utilized for irrigation
prevail in Eagle und Pine valleys
where & superabundance of water flows
from the mountain gurges which has
in it power epough to run the machin
ery of s small empire. The Lower
Powder ha: several systems which
have been expensive, built by private
farmers and corporations, and which
irrigate tracts of alfsifa land. In
Burnt River valley are a number of
private diteh companies irrigating bot-
tom and foothlil land, which produce
good results but which are compara-
tively inexpensive.

The largest irrigation system in
Baker county is that which covers the
bench lands on the east side of Baker
valley, beginning about eight miles
above Baker City and extending in a
northerly direction and terminating at
present mbout five miles northeast of
the city with the probability of it
being extended later and covering the
whole east side of the valley. This
cansl has been built at & large expens:,
having been cut of solid rock for acon-
siderable distance along the mountain
side. In a distance of 28 miles of
eans! there has been used only about
400 feot of flume, and the work isof a
much more substantial nature than is
ordinarily used in private irrigation
works.

FAIR TO BE BETTER.

Gresham Makes Improvements in
Buildings for Coming Display.

Gresham —Multnomah eounty’s fair
promises to be the equal this year of
the two preceding ones. About $2,000
worth of the treasury stock has been
sold since the last fair, which has cre-
ated an ample fund for making im-
provements. The sum of $500 is avail-
mble out of the state appropriation for
premiums on exhibits this year, which
sum will be increased by the gate re-
ceipte and the money from sale of con-
ceasions,

A large force of men are at work on
the mew stock buildings and out-of-
doors pavilion. It is intended to use
the main exhibit building for no other
purpose after this than to house the
displays of sgriculture, horticulture
and art, together with exhibits of bus-
inesa houses. The new building will
be used as an auditoriom and dance
hall and other publie funetions.

The rew stock pens will be ample
and commodious and permanent, those
of last year having been torn down., A
new fence will be built around the
grounds and suitable booths will be
erected for small concessions.

FARM CENSUS ECONOMY.

Director Durand Hopes to Save Sev-
eral Hundred Thousand Dollars.

Washington, Oct. 11.—U. 8. Census
Direcotr Dans E. Durand hopes to save
several bundred thousand dollars in
taking the census of agriculture and
also to increase the mccuracy of the
statistics.

The director stated todsy that st the
census of 1900 the agricultursl data
were handied by mesns of punched |
cadrs. For each farm a large number
of cards had to be punched, as the
number of facts recorded regurding =
farm was far greater than the number
of facts required regarding an individ-
oal in the population eensus.

Director Durand said the statistics

difficulty of seeuring competent and
faithful enumerators is very great

Another class who can render good ser-
vice as enumerators are school teach-
ers, but, with the enumeration taking
place in April and May instead of June
as formerly, few school teachers can be
spared from their duties to take the
cendus.
